The  security  of  every  Company  rests  with  the  strength 
of  its  assets,  proportionate  to  the  amount  of  its  liabili- 
ties,  whether  the  latter  are  due  without  reservation,  or 
payable  upon  certain  events  or  conditions.

Every 
Capital  Stock  Company  therefore  is  the  more  secure, 
the  less  insurance  they  may  have  guaranteed.  This  is 
directly  the  reverse  with  Mutual  Insurance  Companies. 
The  more  insurance  they  may  take,  the  greater  will  be 
their  assets.  With  every  insurance  granted,  they  will 
receive  a  proportionate  premium  note,  and  the  same  will 
be  as  secure  with  ten  millions  as  with  but  one  Mil- 
lion of  insurance.  The  following  table  of  the  growth 
of  our  Company  during  the  past  twenty-seven  vears  will 
show  this  sufficiently.

It  will  be  seen  by  this  thatf  the  proportio*n  of  Insur- 
ances  to  the  premium  notes  remains  always  the  same. 
Now  it  is  certainly  easier  to  collect  a  sum,  say  $io,ooo? 
if  three  thousand  people  contribute  thereto,  than  if 


the  same  must  be  paid  by  only  three  hundred. 

A  further  proof  of  the  greater  advantages  of  Mutual 
Insurance  Companies,  compared  with  those  of  Capital 
Stock  Companies,  is,  that  Capital  Stock  Companies  are 
alwajs  and  solely  organized  for  the  purpose  of  gains  and 
profits  to  its  stockholders,  whilst  Mutual  Companies,  as 

*Owing  to  the  enactment  of  a  law  by  the  Legislature  of  Ohio 
in  1867,  which  demanded  a  cash  installment  on  the  premium 
notes  unot  less  than  20  percent.,"  the  premium  notes  were 
reduced  to  fifty  percent.  of  the  original  rätes,  which  gradually 
reducedthem  until  January  1873  to  the  proper  sum.

the  name  already  indicates,  are  created  for  the  mutual 
benefit  of  their  members,  to  wit:  the  insured,  It  is  out 
of  question,  that  by  idemnification  of  losses,  Capital 
Stock  Companies  will  always  look  to  the  interest  of  their 
stockholders,  and  therefore  endeavor  to  have  them  re- 
paired  or  compensated  as  superncially  as  possible,  whilst 
Mutual  Companies,  though  economically  working,  will 
alwajs  look  to  the  substantiality  of  the  repairs,  and  the 
real  idemnification  of  their  members» 

What  we  have  said  above  regarding  the  safety  of 
Mutual  Insurance  Companies,  finds  a  still  greater  bear- 
ing  when  we  repair  to  the  field  of  economy, 

As  has  already  been  remarked  in  another  place,  Cap- 
ital Stock  Companies  are  created  solely  for  the  purpose 
of  gains  for  the  stockholders;  for  what  sane  man  would 
invest  his  money  in  Insurance  Stocks  if  he  did  not  ex- 
pect  pecuniary  advantages  therefrom  ?  It  is  therefore 
the  prospests  of  large  dividends  which  stimulate  capital- 
ists  to  invest  their  money  in  Capital  Stock  Companies. 
These  dividends  must  necessarily  be  gained  from  the 
premiums  paid  such  Companies  by  the  insured. 

With  Mutual  Companies  this  is  not  the  case.  Here 
the  insured  are  the  only  interested  parties  and  therefore 
the  only  ones  that  derive  all  the  gains  and  advan- 
tages for  themselves. 

The  advantages  which  especially  the  members  of  this 
Company  have  gained  within  the  past  twenty-three 
years  of  its  existance  will  be  more  easily  explained  by 
the  following  example,  which  has  been  taken  from  the 
books  of  the  Company. 

EXAMPLE. 

Mr.  G...  L  insured  his  blick  building  in  this 

Company  on  the  ioth  of  May  1858,  in  Policy  No.  1,  for 
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$1,600,00,  and  gave  his  premium  note  as  security  to  the 
Company  for  $96.00.

On  the  ioth  of  May  1863,  when  the  policy  expired, 
the  remainder  of  his  premium  note  was  returned  to  him. 

After  expiration  of  his  insurance  Mr.  L.  renewed  the 
policy  for  another  term  of  five  years  and  gave  his  Prem- 
ium Note  for  $108.00,  and  an  additional  Cash  Premium 
of  8  percent.  of  the  same,  or  $8.64. 

On  May  ioth  1868,  the  balance  of  the  premium  note 
was  again  returned  to  the  assured,  and  a  new  policy  is- 
sued for  another  term  of  five  years  upon  the  same  con- 
dition  as  the  preceding  five  years. 

When  the  policy  expired  in  1873,  the  residue  of  the 
premium  note  was  again  returned  to  Mr.  L.  He  re- 
newed the  policy  for  a  fourth  term  and  deposited  his 
Premium  Note  for  $54.00,  on  which  he  then  paid  20  per- 
cent, or  $10.80. 

This  was  repeated  in  1878  for  a  fifth  term,  the  Prem- 
ium Note  being  returned  and  substituted  by  a  new  note 
of  the  same  amount  and  a  cash  payment  of  $10.80,  and 
likewise  in  1883  in  the  same  amounts. 
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Mr.  L.  paid  therefore  in  Cash:

Together  $57.36 
The  same  premises  of  Mr.  L.  were  previous  to  his  in- 
suring  in  the  "German  Mutual"  insured  in  a  Capital 
Stock  Company,  and  Mr.  L.  paid  for  $1,600.00  Insur- 
ance annually  %  percent.  premium,  or  $12.00.  This  for 
30  years  amounts  to  $360.00.  Mr.  L.  therefore  gained 
on  this  Single  insurance  of  $1,600.00  in  30  years  the  net 
sum  of  $302.64.  or  nearly  %  of  the  whole  amount. 

With  Compound  interest  calculations  the  result  would 
show  still  greater  in  favor  of  the  mutual  System.  The 
figures  m  the  foregoing  case  would  stand:

EXTRACTS  FROM  THE  LAWS  REGU- 
LATING  INSURANCE  BUSI- 
NESS IN  OHIO. 


PREUMINARY  REMARKS. 

Insurance  Companies  in  Ohio  are  organized 
under  the  laws  of  this  State  and  regulated  by 
law.  They  are,  in  the  interest  of  the  protection 
of  the  assured  or  policy-holders,  placed  under 
the  supervision  of  an  Insurance  Department, 
which  has  the  sole  right,  to  examine  at  all 
times  into  the  condition  of  any  Company  or 
Companies  doing  a  general  insurance  business 
within  the  limits  of  the  state,  and  to  generally 
control  their  affairs.  For  that  purpose  laws 
have  been  and  are  from  time  to  time  enacted 
and  amended,  to  place  the  insurance  business 
of  the  State  upon  a  sound  basis.  These  laws  are 
the  foundation  of  the  existence  of  every  Insur- 
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ance  Company  in  the  State,  and  each  Company 
is  compelled  to  conduct  its  business  in  con- 
formity  to  these  laws.  They  may  be  at  any 
time  altered,  amended  or  repealed  by  the  Legis- 
lative of  the  State,  but  as  long  as  they  are  in 
force,  must  be  regarded  as  the  source  of  the 
power  upon  which  any  Company  may  only 
exist.  The  By-laws  and  Business  Regulations 
must,  for  this  reason,  be  always  conformable 
to  and  with  the  laws  of  the  state,  and  if  they 
are  not,  are  void  and  illegal. 

The  following  extracts  from  the  laws  of  Ohio, 
in  force  July  ist  1881,  are  that  part  thereof 
which  has  any  bearing.  upon  Mutual  Insurance 
Companies  organized  under  the  Laws  of  this 
State. 

From  Chapter  8  of  the  Revised  Statutes  ofOhio. 

Sec.  272.  The  Superintendent,  when  he  has  reason 
to  suspect  the  Statement  of  an  insurance  Company  doing 
business  in  the  state,  whether  incorporated  in  this  state 
or  not  or  that  its  affairs  are  in  an  unsound  condition, 
shall  make,  or  cause  to  be  made  by  some  person  by  him 
for  that  purpose  appointed,  an  examination  into  the 
affairs  of  such  Company;  and  such  Company,  its  officers 
and  ägents,  shall  submit  their  books  and  business  to  such 
examination,  and  in  every  way  facilitate  the  same,  and 
he  shall,  annually,  make  or  cause  to  be  made,  an  exam- 
ination of  the  assets  of  every  life  insurance  Company 
organized  under  the  laws  of  this  state,  and  ascertain  if 
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the  same  are  invested  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  law 
at  the  date  each  Investment  was  made,  and  also  if  the 
last  preceding  annual  statement  of  assets  and  unpaid 
death  Claims  was  correct;  and  the  expense  of  all  exam- 
inations  shall  be  charged  to  and  collected  of  the  compan- 
ies   examined,   respectively,   except    that    the  actual 
expenses  incurred  by  said  examination  of  a  life  insurance 
Company  organized  under  the  laws  of  this  state  shall  be 
paid  out  of  the  fees  paid  by  the  insurance  companies  to 
the  insurance  department.    [75v-576>§7;  69  v.  32,  §12.] 
Sec.  273.    For  the  purpose  of  such  examination,  the 
Superintendent,  or  the  person  or  persons  so  appointed  by 
him,  have  power  to  administer  oaths  to  and  examine  the 
officers  and  agents  of  such  Company  relating  to  its  busi- 
ness  and  affairs;  and  when  the  Superintendent  deems  it 
to  the  interest  of  the  public,  he  may  publish  the  result  of 
such  investigaliou  in  a  newspaper  printed  in  Columbus, 
and  of  general  circulation  in  the  state,  and  in  one  printed 
in  the  county  where  the  principal  office  of  such  Company 
is  located.    [69  V.  32;  §8.] 

Sec.  276.  If,  upon  examination,  it  appears  to  the 
Superintendent  that  the  assets  of  any  Company  organized 
on  the  plan  ofmutual  insurance,  after  deducting  there-

1.  JTOT  HAZARDOUS :  are  all  such  buildings 
as  are  occupied  as  d Wellings  and  stores  wherein 
the  following  goods  are  sold  or  contained,  to  wit: 
Dry  Goods,  Coffee,  Flour,  Sngar,  Rice,  Indigo, 
Boots  and  Shoes,  Leather,  Clothing  ancl  such  other 
noncombustible  articles,  as  are  not  enumerated  in 
any  of  the  following  classes. 

2.  HAZARDOUS  are  all  buildings  occupied  for 
the  following  purposes,  to  wit:  Taverns,  Boarding- 
houses,  Groceries,  (when  Burning  Fluid,  Caniphene 
or  Coal  Oil  in  small  quantities  is  kept  for  sale,)  To- 
bacco Factories,  Basket  Makers-,  Brush  Makers-, 
Hat  Makers-,  Gunsmiths-,  Optic  and  Mathematic 
Instrument  Makers-,  Tinners-  and  Coppersmiths-, 
Sail,   Awning  and   Tent  Makers-,   and  Mattress 
Makers-  Shops,  Paper  Hanging  and  Book  Stores, 
Printing  Offices,  Dye  Houses,  (Breweries,  when 
no  Malt-Kiln  is  contained  therein,)  Morocco  Fac-

By-Laws  &  Business  Regulation. 


Article  1  — The  name  of  the  Company  shall  be : 
"German  Mutual  Insurance  Company-  of  Cin- 
cinnatL" 

f  Art.  2.— All  persons  or  corporations  insuring 
property  in  this  Company  shall  be  deemed  and  taken 
to  be  members  of  this  Company,  for  themselvea,  their 
executors,  administrators  and  assigns,  for  and  during 
the  whole  term  of  their  respective  Insurance,  and 
shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  benefits  and  privileges  of 
the  association,  as  they  are  guaranted  by  the  laws 
and  the  following  regnlations. 

Art.  3.  —  The  managementof  the  business  aflairs 
of  this  Company  shall  be  committed  to  a  board  of 
nine  Directors,  of  whom  one  Third  is  elected 
annually  on  the  second  Monday  in  January,  from 
among  the  members,  and  whose  term  of  Offlee  shall 
be  three  years,  and  until  others  shall have  sueeeeded 
them  in  their  trust. 

Art.  4.— The  President  and  Secretary  shall  an- 
nually and  at  least  ten  days  previous  advertise  the 
election  of  Directors  i  n  one  or  mor e  daily  newspaper s 
published  in  the  city  of  Cineinnati.  All  elections  of 
directors  shall  be  by  ballot ;  and  it  is  desired  that 
every  member  attend  the  same  in  person.  Proxy 
votes  shall  not  be  aeeepted  unless  aecompanied  by 
a  legal  power  of  attorney. 
Art.  5.— Should  any  of  the  directors  elect  die,  re- 
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sign  or  become  ineompetent  te  be  a  member,  remove 
from  the  State  of  Ohio,  or  „eglect  the  business  of 
the  Company  for  two  montbs,  without  giving  satis- 
factory  aecount  for  such  neglect,  then  his  or  their 
seats  shall  be  declared  vacant  and  the  remainino-  Di- 
rectors  shall  elect  another  or  other  members  to  All 
such  vacancy ,  provided  that  flve  unite  on  such  choice. 
But  in  all  cases  where  flve  can  not  agree,  a  special 
meeting  and  election  of  the  members  shall  be  held 
to  All  such  vacancy  or  vacancies,  to  be  advertised  as 
aforesaid  in  Art.  4. 

Art.  6.-The  directors  shall  for  all  their  just  and 
lawful  deeds  and  actions,  which  thev  may  execute 
in  accordance  with  the  laws  and  these  by-laws  be 
indemnifled  and  defended  by  the  Company. 

Art.  7.-The  directors  elect  shall,   within  one 
week  subsequent  to  their  election  by  the  memb-rs 
meet,  and  elect  from  among  their  own  uumber  ä 
President,  a  Treasurer,  a  Committee  on  Fiuance 
of  three,  and  a  Committee  on  Investigation  and 
Claims  of  three;  they  shall  further  appoint  a  Secre- 
tary,  and  Assistants  and  likewise  one  or  more  Sur- 
veyors  as  they  may  deem  proper. 
_  Art.  8.— The  President  shall  preside  at  the  meet- 
ings  of  the  Company  or  the  Board  of  Directors 
He  shall  examine  all  applications  for  insurance 
and  upon  his  judgement  approve  or  refer  the  same 
to  the  Committee  on  Insurance.  All  risks,  of  special- 
hazardous  character,  shall  by  him    be  referred  to 
the  Committee  on  Insurance.    He  shall  also  sign 
all  policies,  call  meetings  of  the  board  of  Directors 
as  well  as  of  the  Company,  for  which  latter,  how- 
ever,  he  shall  be  responsible  to  the  Board.  He 
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shall  have  the  Control  of  all  the  officers  and  em- 
ployees  of  the  Company,  and  power  to  grant  them 
leave  of  absence  if  deemed  practicable  by  him,  re- 
porting  the  same  however,  to  the  Board  of  Directors 
at  tlieir  next  meeting. 
Art.  9.— It  is  the  duty  of  the  Secretary,  to  super- 
*  intend  the  office  of  the  Company,  to  be  present 
at  the  meetings  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  and  to  keep 
minntes  of  their  offlcial  transactions.  He  shall  have 
thepolicies  filied  out,  and  attest  with  his  Signa- 
tare to  that  of  the  President.  He  shall  keep  the 
books  of  the  Company,  and  make  a  monthly  report 
of  its  affairs  and  Standing  to  the  Board  of  Directors. 
He  shall  issue  all  drafts  on  the  Treasurer,  attest  to 
the  Signatare  of  the  President  thereto,  and  shall 
take  receipts  for  all  Orders  of  payments.  He  also 
shall  receive  all  the  moneys  for  premiüms,  &c, 
and  deliver  the  same  on  receipt  weekly  to  the 
Treasurer.  He  shall  give  a  bond  for  the  faithful 
conduct  of  the  business,  whieh  is  to  be  determined 
and  approved  by  the  Board  of  Directors.  In  case 
of  sickness,  or  necesäary  absence,  he  may,  with  the 
consent  of  the  Committee  on  Investigation,  appoint 
a  Substitute,  but  shall  at  all  events  be  responsible 
for  the  faithful  Performance  of  his  official  duties. 

^RX#  10.— -The  duties  of  the  Treasurer  shall  be  to 
control  all  the  moneys,  deeds,  mortgages,  notes  and 
securities,  and  such  other  articles,  as  may  be  given 
in  his  Charge,  faithfully,  and  to  pay  or  deliver 
the  same  to  the  order  of  the  Finance  Committee 
or  the  Board  of  Directors.  He  shall  keep  regulär 
account-books  for  all  his  official  transactions.  He 
shall  give  receipts  for  all  the  moneys  delivered  to 


hira  by  the  Secretary,  and  shall  make  a  monthly  re 
port  to  the  Board  of  Directors,  of  the  Standing  aiic 
conditiou  ofthe  treasury.  He  shall  not  pay  a„, 
money  without  receiving  an  order  signed  by  the 
President  and  countersigned  by  the  Secretary.  He 
shall  give  a  bond  with  such  security,  as  the  Diree 
tors  may  deem  necessary,  for  the  faithful  perfor 
manee  of  his  offlcial  duties.  Nene  but  members  are 
ehgible  to  the  offlce  of  Treasurer. 

Art.  11  .-The  duties  of  the  Finance  Committee 
shall  betokeepcontrol  of  the  loans  and  deposits, 
&o.,  ofthe  Company,  and  give  the  proper  Orders  in 
this  respect  to  the  Treasurer. 

Art.  12.— The  Committee  on  Insurance  shall  in- 
speet  all  those  risks,  which  the  President,  aceording 
to  Art.  8,  may  refer  to  them  for  investigation  and 
attest  their  opinion  in  writing  to  the  application 
so  referred.  They  shall  also  inspect  and  estimate 
all  losses  of  the  Company,  and  report  thereof  to  the 
Board  of  Directors.  All  losses,  not  exoeeding  the 
sumof  two  hundred  dollars,  may  by  them  be  ordered 
to  be  paid  without  a  special  convocation  and  re- 
solution  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  but  all  losses 
exceeding  this  sum  must  be  ordered  by  a  vo'te  of 
the  Directors. 

Art.  13.— The  Committee  on  Investigation  am 
Claims  have  to  investigate  all  matters  of  eomplaint 
of  the  members  of  the  Company,  or  any  of  them, 
and  to  report  the  result  of  such  investigation  to 
the  Board  of  Directors.  Also,  to  sanction  the  ap- 
pointment  of  the  Secretary  referred  to  in  Art.  9, 
and  to  investigate  monthly  the  books  of  the  Secre' 
tary  and  Treasurer,  and  to  compare  the  same  with 
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the  reports  of  the  said  officers.  They  shall  also 
investigate  all  Claims  on  the  Company  (except 
losses  by  fire),  and  report  them  to  the  Board  of  Di- 
rectors. 

Art.  14.— The  President,  Treasurer  and  the  three 
.  members  of  the  Finance-Committee  shall  constitnte 
Trustees,  in  whose  possession  all  bonded  obligations 
held  or  owned  by  the  Company  shall  be  kept,  to 
which,  however  in  conjunction  with  the  Treasurer 
I    only  a  majority  of  said  Trustees  shall  have  access. 
Art.  15. — Insurance  shall  only  be  taken  within 
Hamilton  County,  Ohio. 

Art.  16. — Insurances  are  issued  for  five  years, 
provided,  always,  that  the  insured  may,  at  any 
time,  have  his  policy  canceled  and  withdraw  his 
premium  note,  or  such  part  thereof  as  may  be  left 
after  deduction  of  all  the  cost  and  assessments 
made  thereon. 

Art.  17.— That  the  sum  insured  on  one  house, 
kitchen  or  other  contiguous  building,  on  the  same 
lot,  may  be  insured  in  one  policy;  but  there  shall 
not  be  insured  in  the  same  policy  a  greater  number 
of  buildings  than  are  erected  on  any  ordinary 
Single  lot,  nor  for  a  greater  amount  than  five  thou- 
sand  dollars :  Provided  always,  that  the  sum  in- 
sured shall  not  exceed  two-thirds  of  the  value  of 
the  buildings.  With  the  consent  of  the  Committee 
on  Insurance  however,  on  all  Dwelling-honses  as 
well  as  on  all  buildings  of  classes  one,  two  and 
three  (see  Classification  page  31)  and  their  Contents, 
the  amount  of  Insurance  may  be  as  high  as  $6000. 

Art.  18.  —  That  no  cabinet-makers',  coopers',

on,  to-wit:  wholesale  apothecaries,  chemists,  tal- 
low-chandlers,  inn-holders,  stable-keepers ;  or  any

Art.  19.— Each  person  insuring  in  this  Company 
shall  one  month  after  the  expiration  of  Iiis  insur- 
ance have  bis  depositecl  premium  note  returned, 
provided  that  all  assessnients  ancl  charges,  which  are 
due  on  the  same  until  the  expiration  of  the  insur- 
ance, shall  have  been  paid. 

Art.  20.— -"All  persons  insuring  in  this  Company 
shall  for  each  first  survey  of  any  premise,  desired 
to  beinsured,  pay  into  the  treasury  of  this  Company 
upon  the  receipt  of  the  policy  the  sum  of  One  Dollar, 
It  is  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  to  notify  the  insured 
of  the  expiration  of  their  policies  ;  but  in  all  cases 
the  insurance  shall  cease  and  be  determined  at  the 
time  specified  in  the  policy, 

Art.  21. — Each  person  or  Corporation,  insuring 
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in  this  Company,  shall  receive  one  or  more  policy  or 
policies  for  such  insurance,  signed  by  the  Presi- 
dent and  countersigned  by  the  Secretary,  and  all 
such  insüranees  shall  be  cleemed  valid  and  Dind- 
ing from  the  time  the  premium  notes  and  first  in- 
stallment  thereon  shall  have  been  paid  All  poli- 
cies, which  shall  have  been  ordered,  mu st  be  called 
for  within  30  days,  otherwise  they  shall  be  canceled 
on  the  books  of  the  Company;  and  in  case,  they 
shall  be  called  for  afterwards,  the  Secretary  shall, 
in  addition  to  the  ordinary  fees,  Charge  one  dollar 
fine  for  such  re-issuing  of  a  policy. 

Art.  22 —In  all  cases,  where  buildings  insured 
in  this  Company  shall  be  occupied  for  any  other 
pnrpose  than  at  the  time  they  were  insured,  it  shall 
bethe  dutyof  the  insured,  to  give  notice  thereof 
immediately  to  the  Company,  which  may  then  alter 
the  rates  if  deemed  advisable  or  necessary;  and 
when  no  such  notice  is  given,  the  policy  shall  be 
yoid  and  of  no  effect.  In  case  alterations  or  improve- 
ments  shall  be  made  on  houses,  buildings,  or  other 
property,  insured  in  this  Company,  notice  thereof 
shall  be  given  in  the  office  of  the  Company,  and  a 
per  mit  for  snch  alter  ation  mnst  be  obtained,  other- 
wise such  policy  shall  be  null  and  void. 

Art.  23.— Should  any  building  or  property  in- 
sured in  this  Company,  be  torn  down,  removed  or 
sold,  then  the  owner  shall  have  the  privilege  to 
transfer  his  interest,  or  any  part  thereof,  on  an- 
other  building  or  property  owned  by  him,  (if  ac- 
cepted  by  the  proper  officer  of  the  Company)  and 
should  the  amount  be  more  or  less,  than  the  new 
property  is  valued  at,  then  this  shall  be  altered  con- 
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formable  thereto;  or  in  case  of  sale,  the  owner  shall 
have  the  privilege  to  transfer  the  Insurance  to  the 
purchaser  of  the  property.  In  this  latter  ease, 
such  transfer  must  be  notified  to,  and  ratified  by 
the  Company  within  thirty  days,  and  the  purchaser 
must  deposit  Iiis  premium  note  in  place  of  that  of 
the  former  owner.  bhould  this  be  negleeted,  the 
benefit  of  such  transferred  insurance  shall  be  lost. 
In  case  the  insurance  should  be  assigned  for  the  se- 
curity  of  a  mortgage,  then  the  holder  of  the  mort- 
gage and  policy  shall  jointly  and  severally  with 
the  owner  of  the  property,  be  responsible  for  the 
payment  of  all  assessments  macle  thereafter.  lSTo 
transfer  or  assignment  however  shall  be  binding  to 
the  Company  until  so  ratified  in  the  policy  by  the 
secretary,  and  all  insurance  ceases  from  the  time 
such  property  is  sold  or  alienated. 

Art.  24.— Should  it  prove,  at  any  time,  that  a 
building  or  property  be  insured  for  less  or  more 
than  the  true  value  thoreof,  according  to  Art.  17, 
or  that  the  risk  increased  or  decreased,  either  upon 
the  same  premises  or  in  the  vicinity  of  the  insured 
building,  or  that  through  improvements  the  vaiue 
was  raised ;  then  the  Directors  may  alter  such  in- 
surance or  declare  the  same  void,  and,  when  al- 
tered, the  account  shall  be  closed  on  the  insurance 
according  to  the  wish  of  the  insured. 

Art.  25.— The  storing  of  Gunpowder,  Nitro  Gas, 
Coal-Oil,  Camphene,  Burningfluid,  Benzine,  Tur- 
pentine,  Varnishes,  and  other  combustible  oils  or 
spirits,  Phosphorus  and  Salpeter;  Pitch,  Tar  and 
Rosin  in  large  Quantities;  Lardoil,  Lard,  Tallow, 
Fat  and  Pork  in  Quantities  of  more  than  live 
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Barrels  or  its  equivalent;  Cotton  in  Bales  orraw; 
Hay,  Straw,  Oakum  and  all  Articles  containing 
combustible  fibres,  in  insured  buildings  is  considered 
unlawful  and  renders  the  policy  void  except  where  a 
special  agreement  between  the  insured  and  the  Com- 
pany is  made,  and  the-same  has  been  indorsed  upon 
the  policy  by  the  Secretary. 

Art.  26.— No  person  insuring  in  this  Company 
shall  reeeive  any  indemnity,  if  the  same  building 
or  property  are  or  shall  be  insured  in  any  other 
Company,  unless  such  double  insurance  is  made 
with  the  consent  of  the  board  of  Directors,  and  re- 
in arked  in  the  policy. 

Art.  27.— Each  member,  insured  in  this  Company, 
is  bound  and  obliged  to  pay  his  or  her  respective 
part  of  all  losses  or  damages,  for  which  the  Secre- 
tary, after  such  loss  shall  have  occured,  and 
authorizecl  by  the  Directors,  shall  advertise  in  one  or 
more  newspapers,  published  in  Cincinnati,  a  sum- 
mons  to  all  the  members  to  pay  such  respective 
part  on  their  premium  notes,  as  shall  be  necessary 
to  cover  the  loss ;  and  every  mernber  of  the  Com- 
pany is  obliged  to  pay  his  part,  pro  rata,  within 
thirty  days  from  the  date  of  the  publication  or  ad- 
vertisement,  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Company.  In 
case  such  payment  is  not  made,  the  double  amount 
shall  be  paid,  and  should  it  be  neglected  to  pay 
the  assessments  and  fine  within  teil  days  there- 
after,  then  the  Directors  may  bring  suit  and  recover 
the  whole  amount  of  the  premium  note.  This  so  col- 
lected  sum  shall  remain  in  the  treasury  of  the  Com- 
pany for  payment  of  further  losses.  After  the  ex- 
piration  of  the  term  of  insurance  of  such  negli- 
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gent  member,  he  shall  have  a  right  to  demand 
and  receive,  äfter  deduction  of  the  eosts  of  suit, 
lawyer's  fees,  and  Iiis  share  of  all  losses  and  expen- 
ses,  the  rest  of  his  so  collected  sum.  Provided,  that, 
in  all  cases  where  the  property  belongs  to  miriors 
thefines  specified  in  this  Article  shall  be  left  to 
the  diseretion  and  decisiön  of  the  Directors. 

Art.  28.— Chatteis,  goods,  and  all  other  moveable 
property,  shall  be  insured  only  at  the  discretion  of 
the  Directors,  and  in  all  cases  not  over  two-thirds  of 
their  valne,  nor  for  a  longer  term  than  one  year, 
and  this  shall  only  be  on  condition  of  a  certain 
premium  in  cash,  sufficient  to  cover  their  propor- 
tionate  part  of  the  losses  and  expenses  of  the  Com- 
pany.   Seither  shall  the  policies,  issued  for  such 
articles,  be  binding  after  removal  of  more  than 
two-thirds  of  such  goods  or  wares,  unless  they  are 
lmmediatelysubstitutedby  others  of  their  füll  value 
Art.  29.— The  Directors  shall  have  the  authority 
to  allow  awards  and  premiums  to  such  persons  or 
fire  companies,  which,  in  case  of  danger,  have 
proved  beneficiary  to  the  Company  in  extinguishing 
the  fire  or  preventing  damages. 

Art.  30.— The  Directors  shall  meet  as  often  as 
they  think  proper,  at  least  once  in  each  month.  Five 
members  make  a  quorum  for  transacting  business, 
except  where  a  larger  number,  according  to  these' 
rules,  is  required. 

Art.  31.— The  Directors  shall  have  power,  and 
are  hereby  authorized,  to  procure  a  seal  for  the 
Company,  and  to  alter  and  amend  the  same  as  they 
think  proper.  They  have  to  provide  an  office,  and 
purchase  the  necessary  books  and  stationery  as  well 
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as  all  other  articles,  necessary  to  carry  011  the 
business  of  the  Company,  according  to  the  best  of 
their  ability. 

Art.  32— All  the  books,  minutes  and  proceedings 
of  the  Board  of  Directors  must  be  kept  in  the 
German  Langnage,  bnt  policies  may  be  issued  in 
both  English  and  German  according  to  the  wish  of 
the  applicant.
